termined attacks in the nature of large 
scale raids were delivered against the 
American lines this morning.

were launched simultaneously at 7:30, 
one to the right of Cantigny and the 
other again before Fontaine-sous-Mont- 
didier. 
All were repulsed with heavy 
German losses. 
Not only were the attacks repulsed, 
but the Americans drove the boches 
from their trenches in a counter at­ 
tack, holding the captured positions 
tint ii they were ordered to withdraw 
to their original line. 
The first attack was preceded by 
a barrage and followed the pounding 
of the American rear positions by 
enemy artillery all through the night. 
Tile boches advanced in two waves in ! 
the face of heavy machine gun and I 
artillery fire. 
They succeeded in en-1 
terlng our lines, but a counter attack I 
was immediately organized and they i 
were driven out.

The second assault before Fontaine- 
sops-Montdidler was as violent as the 
first, but the enemy was unable to 
penetrate the American lines.

The fight raged for a quarter of 
an hour, during which the ma­ 
chines constantly were engaged 
in thrilling maneuvers. 
Just before the Germans fled 
the wings of one of their ma­ 
chines were entirely shot away 
so that the fuse'age dropped like 
a plummet. 


The above dispatch is further 
proof of recent reports that the 
German aircraft are now being 
made of inferior material and are 
poorly constructed. 
It is highly 
improbable that machine gun bul­ 
lets 
could 
entirely destroy the 
wings of an airplane. 
It is be­ 
lieved 
the 
Americans' 
gunfire 
could 
only have 
tfeakened the 
wings so that they collapsed.

In the former sector the fighting was still 
furious along the entire 40-mile line between Solssons anu hheims, wane 
in the north the battle had simmered down to a comparative local affair 
east of Dickebuscli Lake, about four miles southwest of Ypres. 
The German offensive front now extends in a practically continuous 
line from Dixmude to Rheims, a distance of approximately 235 miles. 
The 
Flanders front, from Dixmude to La Basse, is about 55 miles, the Picardy 
front, from Arras to Coucy-le-Chatou, is about 175 miles. 
Between La 
Basse and Arras, where artillery and raiding operations have practically 
consolidated the two fronts, is 25 miles. 
The new Aisne front from Sois- 
sons to Rheims Is about forty miles. 
Between

and 
Coucy-le- 
Chateau is a short gap of about ten miles.

The Germans, according to both British and French official statem ents 
today, have crossed the Aisne at several places on the 14-mile front be­ 
tween Vailly and Berry-au-Bac. 
This represents an advance of more than 
four miles from the line as it stood when the offensive was resumed early 
yesterday morning 
It would also seem to confirm the German claim 
last night that the Chemin des Dames has been captured. 
This famous 
highway parallels the Aisne for about 20 miles at an average distance of 
three miles to the north. 
It was believed yesterday that American troops

laws by using decayed tom atoes in the 
manufacture of tomato puree.

The condemnation of tomato pro­ 
ducts manufactured of decayed fruit 
is part of an aggressive campaign con­ 
ducted by the bureau of foods and 
drugs of the state hoard of health.

GRASPED THE OPPORTUNITY* 


During the m onth of May Orange County by its 
actions has fully dem onstrated that it is to continue in 
rank as one of the strongly patriotic counties of Califor­ 
nia, and California by its actions steps forward with the 
states that, side by side, are hacking the Stars and Stripes 
in the great fight for hum anity, for freedom and for self- 
preservation.

Those states that have been “liberated” by Germany 
as well as a1) others that fall within her scheme of a 
Middle Europe empire will be interested in the signifl- 
cent language of the kaiser’s proclamation recognizing 
the “independence” of Lithuania. 
After setting forth 
that 
conventions 
will 
be concluded 
establishing an 
“eternal steadfast alliance” between Germany and the 
new state, the document adds in measured terms: 
We assume that the conventions to be con­ 
cluded will take the interests of the German em­ 
pire into account equally with those of Lithuania, 
and that J^ithuania will participate in the war 
burdens of Germany, which secured her libera­ 
tion. 
The assum ption probably is not extravagant. The 
in terests of the G erm an empire will not be overlooked 
and to m ake certain th at the m anner in which those 
in terests are to be served by Lithuania shall not be mis 
understood in th at country the kaiser nom inates it in 
the bond th at this “independent” state m ust feel the 
w eight of the em pire’s w ar burden. 
T he nature of that 
burden is left in as little uncertainty. 
This vassal has 
only one contribution it can m ake to the kaiser and 
th a t is the contribution he w ants and m eans to have 
L ithuania m ust furnish men to fill the gaps in its con­ 
queror’s arm ies. 
It m ust pay for its new footing with 
the kaiser w ith the blood of its people. 
Poland, Ukraine, Finland and all the Russian prov­ 
inces Germ any has “liberated” and recognized as “inde­ 
pendent” w ill have no difficulty reading the meaning of 
th e proclam ation to the Lithuanians and understanding 
from it the nature of the “eternal and steadfast” alliance 
G erm any is prepared to make with them selves. 
They, 
too, m ust "participate in the w ar burdens,” must submit 
to levies upon their populations to rebuild the German 
m an power exhausted by the kaiser’s sacrifices in making 
“secure” the liberation of other peoples—secure for the 
“interests of the German em pire.” 
It is plain, too, from the events of the past week 
the sam e sort of independence accorded to the for­ 
m er Russian provinces will be the portion of A ustria 
under the “pragm atic” alliance she has been invited to 
conclude. 
A ustria is going to participate, too. 
A ustria 
m ust take the interests of the Germ an em pire into 
account. 
And after A ustria, Bulgaria and Turkey. 
The 
share of each in the “war burden” will be certified to 
them in due tim e by the m aster whose vassals they are. 
And their fate will be the fate of R um ania and Serbia, 
of Belgium, of Great Russia, of all Europe, unless the 
m ilitary autocracy of Germany is sm ashed.

OUR WORLD MISSION 


“The aloofness of the United States from world 
responsibility has vanished for all tim e," w rites Prof. 
.MacAlarney of Columbia University. 
“ .Memorial day 
addresses, Fourth of July celebrations, all these tilings 
have lost forever their provincial and restricted m ean­ 
ing. 
In the future they will typify the beginnings of the 
bigger and greater world spirit of liberty, which the 
United States of America will help to impose upon even 
unwilling Germany.” 
That Is unquestionably the biggest fact of the war, 
from the American standpoint. 
We have entered the 
arena of the world as a power with an interest and a 
voice in world affairs second to none. 
We know that 
if we keep our clear \ision and do our full duty we 
may emerge the natural, recognized leader of the nations. 
Simply doing our obvious duty is carrying us to this 
pinnacle of supreme leadership. 
We may he sw ept there 
by the pressure of events, w hether we deliberately will it 
or not. 
And we cannot help feeling that it is only the natural 
reaiization of our destiny. 
The fathers who m ade us a 
nation believed that the principles they w rote into our 
declaration of independence and our constitution were 
of universal application, sure in time to conquer the 
world. And perhaps it was not accidental th at the famous 
bell hanging in Independence hall, which rang out the 
m essage of the first Fourth of July, bore the inscription, 
“Proclaim liberty throughout the earth, and to ail the 
inhabitant* thereof.” 
We have been proclaim ing Am erican liberty more 
effectively in the past year than ever before. 
We are 
now alm ost ready to make it fully and finally effective by

Sectionalism in the United States will not have much 
chance to survive the fighting in France. 
The local 
ch aracter of units of the army will he changed rapidly 
under the system of replacing losses at tile front with 
men from the reserves. 
So far as there may have been 
a north or south, or an east or a west, in the training 
camps, there will he a general mingling of these as the 
w ar goes on. 
But as a m atter of fact, this mingling of 
the men from every state is not waiting on their arrival 
in France. It is already noticeable in the special branches 
of the service which are being recruited from every state. 
The engineers furnish one conspicuous exam ple; the men 
of the Spruce division another. 
One need go no farther 
from home than Vancouver barracks, or to American 
Lake, to find New Englanders and Floridans and Cali­ 
fornians and M innesotans bunking side by side with men 
from Oregon and W ashington and rapidly becoming ac­ 
quainted and discovering that, barring their knowledge of 
local geography, they are pretty much the same. 
The 
national arm y is an effective leveler in more ways than 
one.

ON AM ERICAN FRONT

WITH TH E AMERICAN ARMY IN 
LORRAINE, May 
27. 
(N ight.)—The 
Germ ans made a heavy gas attack in 
the Lorraine sector today, setting oft 
500 large phosgene 
gas 
shells, §ach 
containing more than three gallons of 
liquid phosgene. 
The shells were all 
discharged sim ultaneously by electri­ 
city. 
The result of the attack is not 
yet known. 
The projectors used in this attack 
were recently brought to this sector. 
They are believed to have been part of 
the outfit which was used in the gas 
attack north of Toul on May 9, part 
of which was destroyed by an Ameri­ 
can bom bardm ent. 
Am erican gas

German gas circus, warned the troops 
in tills sector to expect an attack.

AT ONE PO INT 
LONDON, May 28.—The Germ ans in 
their double attack 
which 
signalized 
Hie renewal of tile attack succeeded 
only in m aking gains at some i>oints 
on the new battlefront, between Sois- 
sons and Rheims, night statem ents de­ 
clared. 
Iii Flanders what slight prog­ 
ress they did muke was wiped out by 
French counter attacks, these reports 
said. 
At one point on tile Aisne tile ene- 
m> succeeded in 
reaching i’ont-au- 
A rcj. 14 miles east of Soissons on the 
south bunk of the Aisne, Hie French 
war office adm itted in its night report. 
This represents an advance of slight­ 
ly more t lit ii four miles. 
About ten miles to the eastw ard, in 
the vicinity oi Berry-au-Bac, British 
troops were forced back to their sec­ 
ond 
line 
positions, 
Field 
M arshal 
Haig’s night report revealed. 
Although tile Germans attacked at 
several points along the 40-mile front 
between Soissons and Rheims they ap­ 
parently were held, except at tile two 
places mentioned. 
The G erm an w ar office claimed cap­ 
ture ot tile entire Chemin des Dames, 
the famous highway which parallels 
(lie Aisne from a i>oint seven miles 
northeast of Soissons to the vicinity 
of Lierry-au-Bae, at an 
average 
dis­ 
tance of about three miles north of the 
river. 
This would represent an ad­ 
vance of one to two miles on a front 
of about tw enty miles. 
The attack in Flanders, which was

WASHINGTON, May 2*. 
The A til­ 
er iran farm er is carrying on, though 
his sons and his horses have gone to 
the war by regiments and by droves. 
He has got to produce bigger crops, 
over wider areas, 
this season 
than 
ever before, if the world is not to 
starve. 
Without his horses and his 
sons, and with farm hands as scarce 
as ukeleles at a symphony concert, 
the American farmer is out to win, 
md he’s winning. 
One hundred thousand tractors are 
chugging away in the fields, early and 
late, doing the work of at least SJ00,- 
farni hands and HOO,ODO horses. 
The farmer has pinned his faith to 
the tractor, and if he can win over the 
submarine with it this year, neither 
the I. W. W. nor the Malthusian law 
ever again can worry the food pro­ 
d d e r. 
The tractor is solving the Am­ 
erican food production problem, the 
bark-to-the-land problem, 
and 
many 
other things that used to give the 
goo,] American gray hairs. 
Last summer not more than 10,000 
tractors were in use on American 
farms, and the gasoline plow horse 
was looked upon as an experiment. 
Now 
twelve 
factories 
are running 
night and day to supple the demand j 
for tractors, and the railroad adminis­ 
tration is rushing thousands of trac­ 
tors to the fields. 
More than 200,000 
of these gasoline laborers will he in 
use by the end of this year, officials 
of the department of agriculture esti­ 
mate. 
The 
department 
of 
agriculture, 
through it 
local agents, has carried 
on a campaign of education in the use 
of traciors throughout the country. 
Colleges of agriculture in Ohio and 
Minnesota put on special courses for 
farmers who wished to learn how to 
use tractors to the lest advantage. 
Many 
neighborhood 
associations of 
farmers have been formed to buy trac­ 
tors. so that the machines never may 
be idle. 
As soon as one farmer has 
finished a certain job, he delivers the 
tractor to his neighbor 
who drives 
straight through with his job so thai 
another neighbor may have the use of 
the machine. 
The tractor never requires a rest at 
the headland, nor does it pause to 
gaze on the growing corn as it goes 
along. 


W alter K. Robinson, Jr., son of Mr. 
and Mrs W. K. Robinson of Trabuco 
conjon, writes interestingly of condi­ 
tions at Fort D. A. Russell at Chey­ 
enne, Wyo., where he has been located 
since enlisting in the medical depart­ 
ment. 
Among other things, he writes: 
“Our drafted men haven’t arrived 
yet, although they have been expected 
for the last two months. 
It is said 
they are to be of foreign extraction 
and trained for a cavalry regiment. 
There are about seventy-live cavalry 
men here from the HI2th and 315th at 
Ft.

They are training to be 
non coms for the draft men and are 
most all of German or near German 
parentage. 
They have some frightful 
names to pronounce. 
Some of them

drafted men are to be of the same na­ 
tionality I understand. 
I guess they 
are all being 
put by themselves 
to 
save any trouble 
that 
might arise 
from mixing men of German descent 
with Americans. 
They will probably 
be as good soldiers and as loyal as 
any Americans, though. 
I may transfer to the cavalry in a 
month or so. 
I have become qujte 
friendly with a Lieutenant of cavalry, 
who is giving boxing instructions at 
the Y. M. C. A. 
He wants me to 
transfer and says he can help me to 
get in if I wish. 
I like it pretty well 
in tho medical department as I have a 
good job. 
Rut it is much more sol­ 
dierly to be in the line where you get 
real military 
training 
and 
fighting 
than to drive a machine. 
One can do 
that in civil life. 
As soon at the men 
get here and troops are formed I 
think I will 
try 
for 
a 
transfer. 
Troops in cavalry are the same as 
companies in infantry, 
you 
under­ 
stand, there being about 105 men to a 
cavalry troop and 15 troops to a regi­ 
ment. 
A captain and two lieutenants 
are at the head of each troop. 
This lieutenant whom I was speak­ 
ing of, wants me to join his troop as 
he is an athlete and likes men who 
follow athletics.
